Police move 
against 
Frankfurt 
protesters

A second Jong cabin village 
erected bv enrirnnmentalists 
trying to prevent the building 
of a third runway at Frankfurt 
airport was evacuated by police 
today.

Meg’s fate: TV 
.. write off the’ viewers’ 


On Wednesday, the eve of 
Bonfire Night, a furious blaze 
engulfed one of the most 
familiar sights af British 
television, that of the Cross- 
roads motel. 
cliffhanger holding Cross- 
roads’ 14 million viewers m 
suspense over this weekend is 
whether the owner of .the 
motel, Meg Mortimer, has died 
in the biaze, or will be allowed 
to retire gracefully to distant 
shores. 

These events are the climax

By early evening the event 
was high on the schedules of 
national television news. ATV 
had chosen not to renew the 
actress’s contract arıd Charles 
Denton, the Director of 
rogrammes, became a hate 
igure to thousands of Cross- 
roads fans. Next morning's 
popular press reacted with 
appropriate outrage.
